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Report of 62nd Annual Convention 


Fee Increases Approved—Terms of Directors Limit2d—Carl Wooster Elected President 
Kansas City in 1948—New England Hospitality Appreciated by Large Attendance

The Annual Convention held 
June 4, 1947, at Springfield, Mass., has 
passed into history and it will be record- 
ed as a constructive and harmonious 
event. The attendance was among the 
largest, with over 700 present from all 
sections of the United States, and New 
England did itself proud as host. All 
controversial matters resolved themselves 
without bitterness, and decisions, where 
not unanimous, represented clear cut 
majorities.

Action on all motions in the Conven- 
tion was facilitated by full discussion the 
previous day in Open Forum. 
Convention Proceedings 

The Convention was called to order 
promptly at 10 a. m., in the big ball- 
room of Hotel Kimball. with President 
W. S. Moscrip in the chair. Secretary 
H. W. Norton, Jr., read the report of 
the Committee on Elections. The Presi- 
dent announced the appointment of the 
committee on Credentials and Perma- 
nent Membership consisting of Directors 
Frederick, Schroeder and Warnick. Tell- 
€fs were appointed as follows: McVey 
of Kansas, Hadley of Ohio, Pollard of 
California, Brown of New York and 
Crosby of Missouri. Chairman Freder- 
ick of the Committee on Permanent 
Membership reported that 135 officially 
credited delegates were present from 44 
states and the District of Columbia. The 
Roll Call as taken by Secretary Norton. 

The formal items in the Call were 
quickly disposed of, including the ac- 
ceptance of the printed reports of the 
officers and standing committees. A 
Pleasing variations came in the report of 
the Extension Service committee in

Action on Resolutions 


Four resolutions which had been pre- 
sented in the Call, No. 1, sponsored by 
the Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Ass'n, 
were withdrawn by President Leonard 
Seybold. This related to the matter of 
instructing the Board of Directors to 
spend no more moncy on the Brattle- 
boro headquarters, but to ‘consider mov- 
ing the offices of the Association to a 
mid-west location. This question had 
been discussed the previous day in Open 
Forum and the difficulties and disad- 
vantages of attempting to move the head- 
quarters were thoroughly explained. 


The second resolution by the Wiscon- 
sin Holstein-Friesian Association, in re- 
gard to a resumption of the use of breed- 
ing certificates to be attached to registra- 
tions at time of transfer, was lost on a 
voice vote following explanation by 
Secretary Norton that this step was dis- 
continued only temporarily to save time 
in the office while the work is so far be- 
hind and that he would recommend re- 
suming its use as soon as the work could 
be brought up to a more current basis. 


Resolution three offered by Hall, Os- 
born, Yapp, and Pfeiffer, calling for 
greater use of membership outside of 
the Board of Directors on committee as- 
signments was voted unanimously. This 
had been eloquently urged in Open 
Forum by Mr. Osborn. 
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The fourth resolution related to the 
invitation of California to hold the 1949 
convention in California as a part of 
California’s Centennial ‘celebration. This 
had been attractively presented in Open 
Forum by Milton Kidd of the California 
delegation (while the members of the 
“California in ‘49 committee” itself were 
busily engaged in the lobby, distributing 
California fruit and nuts to advertise 
their project). The prospect was ap- 
pealing and the convention voted unani- 
mously in favor of the resolution which 
urged the Board of Directors to accept 
the invitation to California in 1949. 
Counsel Horn, however, pointed out that 
this year’s Convention cannot bind next 
year’s Convention nor our present Board, 
and that the action would, accordingly, 
have to be confirmed by the 1948 con- 
vention. 


Amendments 


One amendment to the Constitution of 
the Association was offered by the Board 
of Directors as part of a series of amend- 
ments to the Constitution and By-Laws 
having the purpose of limiting member- 
ship in future and representation in the 
Conventions to North America and the 
United States. An amendment to the 
Constitution simply specified that the 
election districts should be located with- 
in North America, instead of simply 
America as in the previous wording. 

Paul Smith of New York, representing 
the New York delegation moved to 
amend the time of meeting to the third 
Wednesday of March, arguing that this 
would be a much more convenient time 
for breeders to leave their work at home 
than the present date, which is the first 
Wednesday in June. Counsel Horn, how- 
ever, ruled that while the date of the 
Annual Convention was. stated in the 
Article of the Constitution under dis- 
cussion the matter of the date of the 
convention was not germane and could 
not be considered without giving the re- 
quired advahce notice. The Constitu- 
tional amendment as proposed was ap- 
proved unanimously as were the by-law 
amendments offered by the Board to ef- 
fectuate the program of limiting dele- 
gates to the 48 states of the United States 
and the District of Columbia, plus one 
single special election district to include 
all other portions of North America. 
In connection with this amendment, E. 
P. Smith of New York, offered an 
amendment providing that any state 
having less than 10 active members shall 
be combined with an adjacent election 
district. This aroused rather wide-spread 
disapproval and the amendment was lost 
by a voice vote. The clarifying amend- 
ment offered by the Board of Directors 
in regard to disciplinary procedure was 
likewise approved after brief discussion. 


The Board of Directors also offered 
an amendment clarifying the procedure 
in filling vacancies in the Board of Direc- 
tors. The proposal, which is in line with 
the laws under which the Association is 
incorporated, will permit the Board of 
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Directors to fill the vacancies until the 
next annual convention at which any 
unexpired portion of the term shall be 
filled by election. Axel Hansen’ of 
Minnesota, suggested that the State As- 
sociation in the State where such vacancy 
might occur should submit its nomina- 
tion in filling such vacancies, but this 
proposal was lost quite overwhelmingly 
and the original amendment adopted. 

At the afternoon session the proposed 
amendment regarding registration of 
bull calves imported in dam_ brought 
forth a rather tricky parliamentary situ- 
ation when Mr. Dole of Massachusetts 
offered a substitute for the amendment 
as it appeared in the Call which en- 
deavored to express more clearly the in- 
tent of the Board in the original amend- 
ment. A substitute for the substitute was 
offered by Mr. Baker of New Hampshire, 
in which he questioned the wisdom of 
the present reciprocal requirements for 
registration of imported bulls and moved 
as a substitute for the substitute a pro- 
posal that male calves imported in dam 
must meet the registry requirements of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of Can- 
ada to be eligible for registration in our 
Herd Book. Following a brief recess in 
which Secretary Norton and _ Secretary 
Clemons and Messrs. Dole and Baker 
discussed this problem in private, fol- 
lowing this conference Mr. Dole with- 
drew his substitute, Mr. Baker withdrew 
his substitute for the substitute and Mr. 
Dole then offered a resolution that the 
Board be instructed to withdraw the 
present requirements under the recipro- 
cal arrangement for the registration of 
bulls imported from Canada and _ substi- 
tute therefor the present requirements of 
the Canadian Herd Book to apply both 
to bulls born and registered in Canada 
before importation to this country and 
to bulls imported in dam. This very 
satisfactory substitute was carried unani- 
mously.

ica a portrait of Mr. Thomas E. Elder, 
accompanied by a beautiful tribute to 
Mr. Elder’s long service to the Associa. 
tion. The acceptance was made by 
President Moscrip in behalf of the As. 
sociation and Mr. Elder also appeared 
briefly. The applause bespoke the high 
regard in which he is held. 

Two proposals were offered by the 
Board of Directors in regard to changing 
names of animals. The former rules pro- 
vided that after a name had been pub 
lished in the Herd Book, it could be 
changed only upon authority of the 
Executive committee and payment of a 
fee of $10. The proposed change would 
make this apply at any time after reg. 
istration whether or not it had yet been 
published in the Herd Book. A second 
amendment simply clarified the pres. 
ent wording and as explained by Secre. 
tary Norton would have had the effect 
of permitting a breeder to drop the pre. 
fix name later by payment of this $10 
fee. This, however, proved to be not 
the wish of the convention and the sec- 
tion regarding name changes was amend- 
ed by addition of the wording “but in 
all such cases the prefix shall be re 
tained”. With this change the other 
proposal for dropping of prefix names 
was withdrawn. 

Another amendment offered by _ the 
Board of Directors provided that in case 
of a change of ownership the seller shall 
furnish the buyer a certificate showing 
the transfer of ownership upon the rec- 
ords of the Association. The present 
rule requires the seller to furnish an ap- 
plication for transfer. There was con 
siderable discussion on this matter and 
the difficulties pointed out particularly 
in the case of export sales where the 
certificate of registry must accompany 
the animal and other situations, but 
the proposal was finally adopted unani 
mously. ’ 


The next item was the matter of fees. 
The first of these proposals related to 
the transfer fees and simply called for 
the retention of the fee schedules that 
have been in effect since June 1, 1944 
This was approved unanimously. The 
proposal to increase registry fees in each 
bracket by 50 cents to become ef 
1947, had been discussed 
at considerable length in the Open 
Forum session. At that time, chairman 
Craig of the Finance Committee had 
presented a full exposition of the rising 
costs of handling all office transactions 
and the need of increased revenues if the 
Association is to continue to furnish the 
services which breeders should have. The 
vote on this question was divided and 
on the request for a standing vote, the 
tellers reported 88 aye and 40 no, better 
than a two-thirds majority in favor of 
the increases.

At this point, Mr. Craig presented the 
new scale of fees which the Board ree 
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ommended, covering AR, Herd Test and 
Herd Classification service, explaining 
that in view of the fact that the matter 
of raising these fees had been disap- 
proved by the 1946 Convention, the 
Board desired a mandate from this Con- 
yention before taking action to increase 
them at this time. The proposal to in- 
crease was seconded by Paul Smith of 
New York. Opposition to the increases 
was expressed by I. D. Hadley of Ohio, 
and by Martin Buth, Jr. of Michigan, 
who argued against handicapping our 
fundamental promotion activities by 
these increases. Mr. Mitchell of Con- 
necticut’ suggested that the _ increases 
apply only to the AR records. Upon a 
yote approval of the increases was given 
by the Convention. (Parenthetically we 
report here that the new Board of Di- 
rectors after full discussion, but by a 
divided vote, decided to postpone the 
application of a new schedule of fees for 
AR, Herd Test and Herd Classification 
for the present.) 

The amendment offered by Morris C. 
Place, Secretary of the Michigan Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association to provide that 
“No director two or 
more full terms of four years each will 
be eligible to succeed himself” was 
passed unanimously without argument. 
The matter had been explained briefly 
by Mr. Place in the Open Forum, but it 
was obvious that the proposal had the 
full approval of the Convention. 

The amendment by Henry A. Schell, 
Jr, of Pennsylvania, limiting travel al- 
lowances from all states to not more than 
50% of the gross receipts from registra- 
tions and from such districts 
was tabled without discussion.

The question of the place of meeting 
for next year held a prominent place 
about the lobbies, even though the re- 
sponsibility for making the designation 
of the place of meeting rests with the 
Board of Directors. In Open Forum the 
merits of Kansas City, Indianapolis, and 
Flint, Michigan, had been put forward 
and delegates were much decorated with 


Chamber of Commerce pins. Sentiment 
seemed to be quite well-crystalized in 
favor of Kansas City, however, and the 


proponents of the other places did not 
formally place them in nomination and 
the resolution of Paul Stewart asking 
that the Board designate Kansas City 
for the 1948 Convention was unanimous- 
ly carried. 


Election of Officers 


President Moscrip, who was rounding 
out five years in office, was not a candi- 
date for re-election. In opening the 
election order of business, he expressed 
his appreciation for the support he has 
had both from the Board of Directors 
and the membership. At this point, the 
entire assemblage rose in spontaneous 
tribute to the president. Fred Nutter, 
Chairman of the Nominating Commit- 
tee, was called upon for his report. For 
president he offered the name of Carl 
G. Wooster, of New York. Mr. Glover 
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of Wisconsin, fiominated from the floor, 
James M. Osborn of Connecticut, which 
was seconded by Mr. Mitchell of Conn- 
ecticut, and Mr. Renouf of Massachusetts. 
The nominations . being closed, a vote 
by ballot was taken which resulted in 
the election of Mr. Wooster by 105 to 30. 

For vice president, the Nominating 
Committee recommended J. E. Mack of 
Wisconsin, and he was unanimously 
chosen. 

For the 3-year term to succeed A. J. 
Lashbrook, who had been appointed by 
the Board to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Carl E. Steele of Minne- 
sota, the Nominating Committee pro- 
posed the name- of Herbert G. Miller 
of Minnesota, and he was unanimously 
elected. 

For the 4-year term, there were four 
vacancies, none of the present incum- 
bents being eligible to succeed them- 
selves under the by-law adopted at this 
meeting, the Nominating Committee 
placed in nomination Ernest M. Wright 
of Iowa, Scott Meyer of Missouri, Harvey 
Nelson of Wisconsin, and M. R. Moomaw 
of Ohio. From the floor were nominated 
Bernhard Dougherty of North Carolina, 
and Ray Meeker of Indiana. On the 
vote by ballot. however, the four names 


proposed by the Nominating Commit- 
tee were chosen. 
This was the final business of the 


Convention and adjournment was there- 
upon taken.

Meeting of Old Board 


The old Board held a full day’s ses- 
sion on Monday, June 2, with fourteen 
directors present. Mr. Young and Mr. 
Wuethrich being absent on account of 
illness. Annual reports of the officers 
were received and likewise the reports 
of special committees. 

Secretary Norton presented a progress 
report showing the continued increases 
in number of applications being re- 
ceived. For the first 21 weeks, 137,415 
applications for registry and _ transfer 
have been filed, as compared with 115,- 
000 for the corresponding period of 
1946, a gain of 19.5%. During this pe- 
riod, 102,781 certificates have been is- 
sued and the office was currently re- 
ported to be about nine weeks behind 
in issuing registry and transfer certifi- 
cates, about the same as last year in 
spite of the vast increase in applications. 
A determined effort will be made to get 
this department caught up to a current 
basis by the end of the year. This situ- 
ation is further complicated by com- 
parable increases in Advanced Registry 
Herd Test and Classification work. There 
are now 3,580 cows on Advanced Reg- 
istry test as compared to 2882 the year 
previous and in the Herd Test 1262 
herds with 28,774 cows were on test in 
May 1947, as compared to 1010 herds 
with 24,041 cows in May of last year. 
In the herd classification work, since 
Oct. 1, 1946, when the fiscal year begins, 
721 herds with 14,382 animals had been 
classified, larger number of animals than 
in the whose record-breaking yeat pre- 
vious. 

Regional shows designated for 1947 
at which prize money will be offered 
in the State Herd class are Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress, Eastern States Ex- 
Pacific International, (Port- 
land), Grand National (San Francisco), 
Texas State Fair and Atlantic Rural 
Exposition at Richmond, Va. 

The Board received and accepted 924 
new applications for membership. With 
315 memberships expiring by death or 
expiration of limited memberships, the 
total as of June 2 stands at 37,368. 

Several changes in Herd Classifica- 
tion Rules were adopted following rec- 
ommendations of the Inspectors’ Con- 
ference held at Monroe, Mich., last 
April. Announcement of these will be 
made ofticially by the Superintendent.

The Convention 


The 62nd Annual Convention is now on the record books. 
We felt it was one of the best and most constructive in the 30- 
odd years we have been attending them. There was plenty of 
discussion, but big things were decided with a noticeable mini- 
mum of political pulling and hauling, and accompanying 
ill-feeling. The whole thing left a good taste in the mouth. 

Easily the most important decision reached was in the 
matter of increasing the registry fees. This was epochal as the 
basic fee of $1.00 to members for registration of females has 
stood at this figure since the organization of the Association 62 
years ago. The vote to raise registration fees by 50 cents in 
every bracket was adopted by better than a two-thirds vote of 
the delegates, and they are close to the grass-roots. We are 
convinced that the new fees will be received without serious 
complaint. 

Finance Chairman Craig speaking for the Board of Direc- 
tors, made a fine presentation of the case for higher fees. He 
pointed out that costs of operating the Association are a far 
cry today from what they were in the early days, and we are 
definitely in an era of advancing costs. Our registry and trans- 
fer fees are still well in line with other breeds. Likewise, there 
are many additional services that we ought to be performing for 
the benefit of the membership — and finally during these years 
of prosperity we should be accumulating the funds to do these 
necessary and important things, including expansion of the 
office facilities to bring the service up to a current basis. He 
explained that the large addition to surplus in 1946 came in 
great part from the fact that not all of the budgeted plans for 
expenses could be carried through, and that the earnings rep- 
resented in part a reduction in the backlog of applications on 
hand at ihe beginning of the year. 

Not only did the Convention approve the increase in 
registration fees by a clear cut vote, but when requested by the 
Board for a mandate with respect to AR, Herd Test and Herd 
Classification fees (which are set by the Board), likewise ap- 
proved the Board’s proposed new schedule. 

The WORLD frankly had some doubts about the wisdom 
of these increases in fees for registry, testing, herd classification, 
etc. The new Board itself, voted (by a bare majority) not to 
put the new fees for testing and herd classification into effect 
until a later date. when the financial results of the other in- 
«creases could be more accurately appraised. We feared a re- 
‘sistance to the increases at this time on the part of the member- 
ship that would have an undesirable effect. Our doubts on 
that score are pretty thoroughly allayed. 

As we appraise the attitude of the delegates, however, they 
were perfectly willing to go along on any financial program 
which the Board laid out. But they are going to expect results. 
They are going to expect a rather prompt correction of the 
conditions which, through lack of help and lack of office room 
have made our service so far behind schedule in the operating 
departments. 


We think the Board so interprets the action of the conven- 
tion and will act promptly. We can think of nothing that 
would be more pleasing to our hard-pressed Secretary and his 
staff than to achieve that result. ; 

The matter of limiting terms of service of Board members 
met with not one word of opposition on the convention floor, 
and was passed unanimously. This should not mean that 
every new director chosen will have two 4-year terms guaran- 
teed, regardless, but that is likely to be the effect if wise choices 
are made in starting new men, and the equities of geography 
are duly regarded. One result is apt to be the presence of more 
available presidential timber, and likely more frequent rota- 
tion, of that office than we have had in the past. 
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The change in rules on registration of bulls imported from 
Canada, either in dam or after registration in Canada, was a 
happy compromise which should improve the annoying ad. 
ministrative situation that has existed here. 

One amendment suggested from the floor did not get by 
the ruling of Counsel as to legality at this meeting, but will 
very likely receive consideration at a later convention. This 
was the proposal of Paul Smith of New York, that the date of 
the Annual Convention be changed to the third Wednesday in 
March of each year. 

Incidentally, that was the date originally set when the As 
sociation was first chartered, but it was later changed to the first 
Wednesday in June, because of the frequent difficulties in 
transportation experience in March. Well, we still have them 
sometimes (more particularly in early March), but in general, 
transportation has so greatly improved in the last 60 years, that 
we do not anticipate there would be too much difficulty on 
that score now. Certainly it would be a much less busy time of 
year for farmers generally. 

There would be some problems to iron out in regard to 
completing the annual reports in time for presentation. We 
would like to see the pros and cons discussed. 


At present the American Jersey Cattle Club meets on the 
same day as our Association; the Guernsey and Ayrshire Asso- 
ciations in mid May and the Brown Swiss Association in early 
November. Let’s hear from members? 


Our New Officers

Guernsey Milk Cases Argued 

The Guernsey milk cases involving the payment of special 
differentials to the New York State Guernsey Breeders Inc., 
for milk sold by them in the Rochester and Buffalo markets 
under the state market orders were argued May 26, in the Court 
of Appeals. 

In the oral argument Mr. Allen, attorney for the Producers’ 
Bargaining Agencies, reviewed the background of these cases 
and Mr. Schapiro, attorney in the Wooster case, emphasized that 
higher butterfat differentials now in effect in these markets 
gave these Guernsey producers a larger increase in returns than 
were involved in the special breed differentials asked by 
Guernsey 

Mr. Blabey, representing Commissioner DuMond, stated to 
the Court that the Commissioner who had granted the special 
breed differential originally, under the impression that he was 
compelled to do so by direction of the Court, was now of the 
opinion that the action had been taken in error and requested 
that the matter be remitted to him. 

Decision in the case is hoped for by early July.

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TREATMENT FOR RETENTIONS 

Some three years ago, shortly after the use of sulfanilimide 
became general for cows with pneumonia and infections, I had 
a cow with a very severe case of retained placenta. Since the 
cows temperature had already started to rise, I decided to apply 
the remedy to the seat of the trouble using 300 grains of pow- 
dered sulfanilimide in one pint of mineral oil introduced into 
the uterus with a funnel and a rubber hose. To my surprise 
and delight, some 5 days later I pulled on a protruding frag- 
ment of placenta and the entire placenta came out, with the 
buttons showing perfect separation and without the least odor 
of putrefaction. 

Since that time we have applied this method to two dozen 
cases of retained placenta, first taking away as much of the pla- 
centa by hand as possible, then introducing 300 grains of sulfa- 
nilimide in one pint of mineral oil and three days afterward 
giving the cow 5 cc of stilbestrol intermuscularly to cause the 
womb to contract and expel the remainder of the placenta. It 
is sometimes necessary to repeat the stilbestrol at 3 day inter- 
vals for two to three times to completely clean the uterus. 

We are so well pleased with this method of treating re- 
tained placenta that we wish to share it with others, since there 
is no putrefaction or odor as in other uterine medication and 
capsules; nor is any odor from the medicine imparted to the 
milk. In every case, the cow has returned to normal heat pe- 
riods in 30 to 90 days and conceived, with not a single excep- 
tion in 24 cases.

MORE ON MAKING GRASS SILAGE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesiax World: 

I was much pleased to see the Holstein-Friesian World 
of April 19 reprint the Bureau of Dairy Industry’s report on 
‘Comparative Efficiency of Siloing, Barn Curing, and Field 
Curing Forage Crops.” The.answers in the Herdsman’s Corner 
to the question “What Has Been your Experience with Crass 
Silage” were very interesting and have provoked some thoughts 
in our minds which may be of interest to you and yovr 
readers. 

The mixed reaction to the value of grass silage is not 
unusual and probably coincides with the variation in the 
quality of the silages these men have fed. Several of them 
said they preferred corn silage to grass silage. That might 
be expected because good corn silage is palatable and there are 
few substitutes for it. It should be remembered, however, 
that good grass silage, harvested at the proper stage, contains 
considerably more protein and total wilted alfalfa digestable 
nutrients than does corn silage. 

I think it is a mistake to consider grass silage as a sub- 
stitute for corn silage. It should be considered as a sul» 
stitute for part of the hay and fed as such along with corn 
silage in the ration. The only reason for making grass sil- 
age is to save a large amount of the nutrients contained in 
the original crop than can be saved by making it into lay. 
Our results indicate clearly that when wilted grass silage is 
made at Beltsville, which location is typical of the humid 
sections, more nutrients are saved than if the crop is made 
into field-cured hay. 

It seems to me that silo space should be provided for the 
first cutting of the hay crop. The first cutting can be put in 
the silo a little bit earlier than it can be cut for hay. The 
silage can then be fed along with corn silage and hay the 
principally the boxcar shortage and heavy purchases by the 
following winter. When grass silage is fed in this manner, 
if it has been properly made by the wilting method and is 
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of good quality, it will be consumed by most cows in liberal 
amounts and no unusual looseness of the bowels will occur, 

In our feeding experiments we have found that wilted 
alfalfa silage is as palatable as alfalfa hay that is no better 
than average U. S. No. 2, and cows will eat more dry matier 
from the silage than from the hay, when one or the other js 
fed with corn silage and concentrates. They produce aboy; 
the same amount of milk from the wilted alfalfa silage as 
from No. 1 or top grade No. 2 hay, but if the quality of 
the hay falls below this the advantage in milk production 
is in favor of the silage. We have completed five feeding 
experiments to date, in which we have compared wilted al. 
falfa silage with alfalfa hay varying in grade from No. | toa 
low grade of No. 2, and in all the made 
slightly better gains in liveweight on the alfalfa silage ration 
than on the alfalfa hay ration. This indicates that cows will 
maintain their liveweights on an all-silage ration which in 
cludes grass silage in place of hay. Of the results 
of the carotene and vitamin A studies, reported in the April 
19 issue of your publication, indicated the advantage wilted 
grass silage gives in maintaining the high vitamin A and ihe 
yellow color in the butterfat.

There are only a few simple principles that must le 
followed to insure a good quality of grass silage by the wilt 
ing method. They are: (1) Wilt the crop slightly so that 
the forage contains 60 to 70 percent moisture. We like t 
do just as little wilting as possible and still have the forag 
dry enough to prevent the development of strong unpalatable 
silage. It can be drier at the bottom of the silo and wetter 
at the top. Grasses can be successfully ensiled a little wetter 
than alfalfa; (2) Chop the forage fine before it goes into the 
silo. Set the cutter for a theoretical cut of 4 inch; (3) Pu 
the forage in an air-tight, smooth-walled silo. This is ver 
important. Wooden-stave silos that are loose and open alloy 
air to enter and are not suitable for storage of wilteyl forag 
unless they are repaired to overcome this difficulty; (4 
Distribute the forage evenly in the silo and tramp i 
thoroughly, especially the top third; (5) Fill the top 4 to! 
feet with heavy unwilted forage; and (6) level off the to 
and keep it tramped near the side walls whild the silage } 
settling. These simple rules are essential and must 
followed to insure success.

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“QUEEN ” 
BREEDING IN PENNSYLVANIA 


STARTS ARTIFICIAL 


By R. R. WELCH 
Pennsylvania State College 


In September 1925 a beautiful heifer 
calf of pure Holstein lineage was born 
in the herd of John C. Buth near Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. Her owner had ar- 
rived in this country from Holland a 
quarter of a century or more before the 
birth of this calf, with no assets, but with 
a love for the black and white cattle, 
that had their origin in his native land. 

This story is not about John C. Buth, 
but he is now the owner of three good 
Michigan farms, all of which are stock- 
ed with Holstein cattle. 

This heifer calf, as part of its long reg- 
istration name, was called “Queen,” per- 
haps in honor of the queen of the low 
country. She was well grown and devel- 
oped into a beautiful Holstein cow with 
all the evidence of ability to produce. 

One day along came County Agent 
Craumer, a Dairy Specialist, and a Hol- 
stein purchasing committee, bent on buy- 
ing two car loads of Registered Holstein 
cattle to be distributed to Union County 
farmers by the County Bankers Associa- 
tion. Since Queen was the kind of cow 
the Pennsylvanians were hunting, she was 
soon on her way to a new home. 

The cattle were distributed by draw- 
ing lots and J. Smith was the lucky 
man who drew Queen’s number. 

Queen made good the expectations of 
her new owner. In less than seven years 
she produced almost fifty tons of milk, 
and proved to be a great foundation 
cow. She had the ability to transmit her 
desirable qualities to her progeny. Her 
daughters and grand-daughters produced 
equally as well or better than their queen- 
ly ancestor. 

A grandson of Queen, King Lakefield of 
Elmbrook, was first used in a Union 
County Bull Association and proved by 
the records of his daughters, to be one 
of the most outstanding bulls in Pennsyl- 
vania. His daughters produced well ov- 
er five hundred pounds of fat in a year 
which was seventy-seven pounds of fat 
above similar records of their dams. King 
has a maternal sister that has a lifetime 
record, to date, of 163,537 pounds of 
milk and 5,687 pounds of fat. A dozen 
or more of his sons or grandsons have 
been used in bull associations in ten 
different counties of this state. 

Many farmers in Union County and 
surrounding counties were anxious to 
breed cows to this good sire. His use in 
natural service, however, was necessarily 
limited. So in order to make a wider use 
of King, a local veterinarian started breed- 
ing cows artificially to him. 

This was the start of artificial nevetion 
in dairy cattle in Pennsylvania. This 
move led soon to the organization of 
the First Pennsylvania Artificial Breeding 
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Cooperative at Lewisburg. Others were 
formed later, so now more than one hun- 
dred thousand cows are being bred arti- 
ficially each year in this state. 

So Queen through her noted offspring 
started artificial breeding on its way. 
Many of the sires being used at artificial 
breeding centers are descendants of 
Queen. Her influence in improving Hol- 
stein cattle is wide and will continue for 
many generations of her kind. 

Incidentally the blood of Queen 
start many men towards the financial 
success of her breeder, John C. Buth. 

Which reminds us that deeds of good 
men and good cows live long.

Better Farming Methods 


MONTHLY FARM GUIDANCE 
LETTER FOR JUNE 


By ALBERT M. WOLF, Farm Consultant 


Farming today is more attractive than 
it was in 1940, since there are fewer farm. 
ers—30.5 million in 1939 as against 24 
million in 1944, and 5.9 million farms as 
against 6.1 million in 1940. This reduc. 
tion in nurmber of farms has meant an in. 
crease in the average size of farms and 
an increase in the number of owner oper- 
ated farms. 

The indications are that the eak in 
land prices has passed. If you plan to 
sell your farm, now is the time—don't 
wait too long. 

Prices that farmers have to pay for 
things they buy continue to average high- 
er than in previous months, while prices 
for most farm products, except grains, 
continue lower by about 14% per cent. 
Illinois agriculture department reports 
that Illinois farm product prices declined 
nearly 3 per cent during the month end- 
ing May 15, the second straight month of 
falling prices. 

Farmers’ cash receipts in the first three 
months of 1947 have been running about 
25 per cent higher than in the same 
months of last year. However, with low- 
ering prices in many lines, it is safe to 
say that the total farm income for 1947 
will be about the same as for 1946. 

Grains. Cold and rainy weather dur- 
ing April and May held up oats planting 
so long that many fields originally intend- 
ed for oats will raise another crop, in 
most cases, soybeans will be the alternate 
crop. Oat acreage may be 25% less than 
last year and the bad weather conditions 
still prevailing will, no doubt, reduce the 
yield. The winter wheat crop, the harvest 
of which has started in Texas, bids fair to 
exceed 1 billion bushels for the first time 
in history. The rye crop may be 15% 
above last year’s crop. Barley crop will 
not be normal because of late planting, 
and cold weather. Pastures over the 
country are about 80% of normal. 

Corn planting, except in certain areas, 
is weeks behind time and Northern Illi- 
nois farmers are talking about planting 
90 day corn instead of the usual 120 day 
hybrids commonly used. Such a change 
can only mean less corn next fall. The 
weather has a way of averaging out over 
the year and if it does this year, we can 
expect a lot of dry weather next summer 
which will not help the corn yield. How- 
ever, present indications are, that the 
carry-over of corn will be about 50% larg: 
er than the 1946 carry-over of 10.9 mil- 
lion tons. 

Cash grain prices in the Chicago mat- 
ket on May 29 were: wheat, $2.62; Corn, 
$1.92; and oats, 99/2 cents per bushel. On 
June 3 cash prices rose to $2.67 for wheat, 
$1.97 for corn, and $1.03 for oats. All 
due to renewed Government buying. The 
future markets on June 3rd, however, in- 
dicate lower grain prices later in the sum- 
mer, with July wheat at $2.30 and Séptem- 
ber $2.2314; July corn at $1.8314 and Sep- 
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tember corn at $1.72 %; and July oats at 
923% cents and September oats at 85 cents. 

Mill Feeds. The trend in mill feed 
prices is still upward, except for linseed 
oil meal which held at May 1 prices. 
Bran is almost unobtainable and quoted 
at about $60 a ton, wholesale. This is not 
the time to buy for future use. 


Milk and Dairy Products. Milk con- 
sumption has fallen off considerably, as 
compared with the first five months of 
1946, but milk production has _ been 
higher. Fluid milk sales dropped 1.4% in 
February and 3.6% in March. This lack 
of demand for fluid milk is due, in the 
main, to too high retail milk prices which 
are the result of union pressure and tra- 
ditional slowness of lowering prices on 
the part of distributors. Creamery butter 
production in the first quarter of 1947 
was about 40% above the comparable out- 
put in 1946. Butter prices, as a result, 
have declined more than seasonally since 
December, but are expected to remain 
above the retail prices of last May, which 
averaged 55 cents in the big cities. Thirty 
per cent more cheese has been manufac- 
tured in the first quarter of 1947 -than in 
the same period of last year, and whole- 
sale prices of cheese have fallen sharply, 
but may increase somewhat later in the 
summer. Evaporated milk production is 
up, but less condensed milk is being pro- 
duced. ‘The whole situation indicates 
slightly lower price trends in milk and 
dairy products during the rest of 1947. 
Retail milk prices in Chicago were drop- 
ped 1 cent on June 3. Prices, particular- 
ly of cheese and the butter-nonfat dry 
solids combinations, are now below the 
ceilings in effect June 30, 1946. 

In spite of this, profits in dairying will 
continue at a high level for those who 
feed well and cull out the poorer produc- 
ers and replace them with heifers from 
their best cows. 

Beef Cattle. With costs of choice feed- 
er cattle having risen to $22.75 and those 
of the poorer grades to $18 per cwt dur- 
ing May, the movement of feeders to the 
Corn Belt feed lots fell off to about one- 
third of the movement for the same pe- 
riod in 1946. With the average feeder 
cost at $20.57, or $5.50 higher than a 
year ago, it is not strange that Corn Belt 
feeders have quit buying and that ship- 
ments to the markets have been cut ma- 
terially. Unless the cost of feeders drops 
before long, there will be a lot less 
corn-fed beef on the markets next fall 
and early winter. A trip to South Da- 
kota last month gave me a chance to as- 
certain at first hand that there is a gen- 
eral movement on foot in that area to 
corn-feed cattle while on grass. Our pre- 
diction is that this movement will gain 
many converts and make the lot of the 
Corn Belt feeder tougher than ever. 

On June 2, choice steers brought $27.25 
in Chicago, while the average of all steer 
prices for May was $24.06 as compared 
with $22.93 for the month of April. Un- 
der present conditions, short time feeding 
will continue to be the safest course for 
Corn Belt feeders. 

Hogs. The spring crop of pigs has been 
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notoriously low in most parts of the 
country. Bad weather and improper feed- 
ing of sows during the gestation period 
seem to have been the cause. Take good 
care of the pigs you have left. Feed a 
well balanced ration with plenty of ani- 
mal and vegetable proteins, minerals, and 
vitamins in the mixture to grow out pigs 
rapidly and with the feeding of 5 bushels 
of corn and 50 Ibs. of Hog Supplement in- 
stead of using 12 bushels of corn to make 
100 lbs. of pork. 

Prices received in the major hog mar- 
kets for the past several weeks have pen- 
alized the farmers who fed their hogs to 
weights of 250 to 300 lbs., because of the 
over-supply of lard these heavy pork- 
ers put on the market. With a shortage 





of pork everywhere it was only natural 
for farmers to feed their hogs to the 
heavier weights, but they found it did not 
pay. In fact farmers who raised those 
heavier hogs were getting $6 to $10 per 
cwt less than they received for the same 
kind in late winter. During the last 12 
weeks inspected packers processed 18 per 
cent more lard from 8 per cent fewer 
hogs than a year earlier. As a result there 
will doubtless be a dearth of heavy hogs 
in next fall’s market. Top price for 260 
~pound hogs on May 28 was $24.50 or a 
dollar above the May 3 price, while on 
June 3 such hogs had dropped to $24 be- 
cause of a bigger than average run of 
hogs.

Lambs. Top lambs brought $22.50 and 
good lambs $21.50 on May 28, or about 
a dollar lower than on May 3. This bears 
out our contention in the May letter that 
lamb prices would not rise materially be- 
cause of short supply. Lack of strong con- 
sumer demand at present high retail 
prices seems responsible. 


Poultry and Eggs. In mid-April the av- 
erage price received by farmers for eggs 
was 40.8 cents per dozen, 9.5 cents above 
the previous April and higher than in any 
April on record. Since then wholesale 
prices have declined about 7% and may 
go still lower because of decreased con- 
sumer demand. However, with lower 
feed prices in prospect, profits should con- 
tinue to hold close to present levels. Keep 
your pullets on a good range and feed a 
well balanced ration so they will develop 
well and lay early. 

On May | the number of chicks and 
young chickens on farms was 6% below 
1946, but broiler output is about the same 
as last year. With supplies of chicken 
and red meats increasing seasonally, mod- 
erate declines from the mid-April aver- 
age price of 27.7 cents received by the 
farmers can be expected. Turkey produc- 
tion will be down 15 to 20 per cent and 
this coupled with lowering cold storage 
stocks should tend to hold prices at close 
to present levels.

Despite a wind storm of near gale pro. 
portions the 1947 Stanislaus County 
Black and White Show held on May 9 
was declared by both spectators and ex.

FRAUDS REVEALED IN 
COLORED OLEO SALES 


Washington, D. C., A documented 
expose of “fraud by the ton” in the 
sale of colored oleomargarine as_ butter 
is revealed this month in a publication 
of the National Cooperative Milk Pro- 
ducers Federation. 

Based on six typical cases cracked by 
Internal Revenue agents, the booklet 
describes “a flagrant record of fraud in 
oleomargarine sales, over the nation, 
over the years.” The detailed accounts 
are based on court records, supplemented 
by other public documents and interviews 
with public officers. 

The stories are highlighted by familiar 
gangster tactics; bombs, guns and coun- 
terfeit money; and the victimizing of 
unsuspecting housewives. In one _ in- 
stance, it is reported, a national oleomar- 
garine manufacturer was hoodwink«ed. 

“When you want oleomargarine, you're 
entitled to get it,” states the preface 
of the publication. “When you want 
butter you are equally entitled to get 
butter—not oleomargarine. 

“Yet, time and again, racketeers pawn 
colored oleomargarine off the public as 
genuine butter. Fortunately, there is 
a Federal law which has proved effec- 
tively for 45 years in combating such 
frauds and punishing their perpetrators. 
Under this law, the Internal Revenue 
bureau restrains racketeers and _ pro- 
tects the public through the instrument 
of a tax of 10 cents a pound on oleo- 
margarine when—and only when—it is 
colored the yellow of butter.” Copies of 
this publication are available upon re- 
quest.

ready well above the heights of the post World War I period. 
government. Farmers are being unjustly accused of holding in- 
gredients from the market by some people who do not have the 
full facts. Many are forgetting that at this season of the year, 
farmers, as well as processors, have small supplies of market 
grains, oil meals, and so on in their possession. Although the 
hungry must be fed, a look at export figures, export goals, and 
the supply-on-hand figures gives the real reason for recent price 
increases of feed ingredients. 

Compared to prices about a month ago, soybean meal is up 
an average of $20—$22 per ton; cottonseed meal, $18—$20 per 
ton; corn and oats, $13—$15 per ton; meat scrap, $18—$25 per 
ton; and by-product feeds, an average of $20—$24 per ton. 

Livestock and poultry feeders are paying substantially more 
for a bag of feed than they paid a month or six weeks ago, but 
it is evident from the above that the increase is due to higher 
ingredient cost and not to an increase in Purina’s margin of 
profit. 

Even though feed prices are high, the prices of hogs, beef 
cattle, eggs and other livestock and poultry products are at near 
record levels. Recent USDA reports point out that the hog-corn 
ratio since October has continued near the highest of record.

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Congressional action. We had the Fordney-Macomber uariff 
which put high tariff rates on manufactured goods. Farming 
became a poor business after the passage of that tariff bill and 
unpainted farm buildings and the run-down appearance of 
farms in the 1920’s told that farming didn’t pay. Then it was 
proposed to help the farmer by putting a high tariff on farm 
products and the Hawley-Smart tariff bill was passed. A thous 
and sound economists begged the president not to sign it, but 
it became a law. The unparallelled depression of the early 
1930's followed and everything hit the skids. 

Tariff making by Congressional action in those days didn't 
do the country any good. The trouble with this method is that 
there is too much log rolling. A Congressman who wants a high 
tariff for some product from his district will agree to support 
another Congressman in getting a high tariff for some products 
from his district, and the result is a high tariff wall shutting off 
imports from other countries. Then other countries retaliate 
by erecting tariff walls of their own. That kills world trade and 
there can be no world prosperity without wold trade. And our 
prosperity depends on world prosperity. We know now that 
we can’t go it alone. 


Cordell Hull, when he became Secretary of State called this 
tariff making by Congressional action “blind, stupid, and 
dumb,” and started the Reciprocal Trade Agrecrent program. 
Under this program, times for farmers have been much better 
than they were under the old high tariff reg:me 

By permitting the state department to make adjustments of 
tariffs after agreements with other countries and after holding 
hearings to make sure that no one in this country is injwed, 
there is no log rolling, and a fair arrangement for trade with 
other countries results. 

I hope I am not the only member of the Holstein Associa- 
tion who cannot say Amen to that resolution.

Friesian cow in the United States to produce more than 1000 
Ibs. of fat in a year and the 67th in classification 3X. During 
her recent record 9 different supervisors were employed in 
the conduct of the tests. She is a daughter of Newmont Mutual 
Marathon 758846, and Newmont Man-O-War May 1788694, who 
has three Advanced Registry records all in heifer form in 
classification 2X of the Ten Months’ division, testing from 2.8 
to 4 per cent. Her highest record was made as a Senior Four- 
— when she produced 14050 Ibs. of milk and 540.6 Ibs, 
of fat. 


The fourth 1000-pound record reported in this issue was 
made by Pansco Dark Lily 2d 2139859 (G.P.). At the age of 5y, 
$ months she produced 23439 Ibs. of milk, 4.3 per cent, and 
1005.5 lbs. of fat in 365 days in classification 3X. She has two 
previous Advanced Registry records both in classification 3X. 
At 3 years, 11 months of age she made 15969 Ibs. of milk, 4 
per cent, and 632.9 lbs. of fat following a Senior Two-Year-old 
reccrd of 18949 Ibs. of milk, 4 per cent, and 751.3 lbs. of fat in 
365 days. In her recent record 5 different supervisors were 
employed in the conduct of the test. She was bred and is 
owned by F. F. Pellissier, Whittier, California. She is sired by 
Pansco Charlotte Fairmont 669109 and is out of Pansco Dark 
Lily 1817849, who has a long string of Advanced Registry and 
Herd Test records up to 16462 lbs. of milk, 3.7 per cent, and 
§15 6 lbs. of fat in 237 days as a Senior Three-Yr. -old in classi- 
fication 3X carrying calf 238 days of the record. 


There are four other cows reported 1n this issue with records 
over $90 lbs. of fat. The highest one is Fleet Wings Betsy 
2407837 who at 2 years, 9 months of age made 25090 Ibs. of 
milk, 3.5 per cent, and 885.3 lbs. of fat in 365 days in classifica- 
tion 3X. She was bred and is owned by W. J. Loufman, 
Homerville, Ohio. This {fs the second highest record for fat 
production in the national list in the Senior Two-Year-Old 
class, classification 3X of the year division. It is also a state 
record in her class in Ohio. 


New state leaders are reported in 6 different states: Iowa, 


Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas, and Utah. Michigan 
ieads with 3 new state champions.

Of the 33 herds reported in this issue, 1 was tested 
in classification 3X, 27 in classification 2X, and 2 of 
mixed classification. 


High herd is that of A. E. and W. S. Bodman, 
Bement, Illinois, with the average of 17219 Ibs. of milk; 
3.7 per cent, and 633.3 Ibs. of fat on 6 cows, 1 in 3X 
and 5 in 2X. This is the second consecutive year with 
an average over 600 Ibs. of fat and 16700 Ibs. of milk. 
All three years that they have been in the Herd Test 
the average has exceeded 480 Ibs. of fat and 12490 lbs. of 
milk with an average test of 3.7 to 3.9 per cent. 


Another 600-pound herd is the herd of Silvis Farms, 
Inc., Greensburg, Pennsylvania, with an average of 
16176 Ibs. of milk, 3.7 per cent, and 605.2 lbs. of fat on 24 
cows, 2 in 4X and 22 in 3X. This is the best year for 
this herd both in milk and fat production of the three 
years that they have been in the Herd Test all of which 
have been over 546 Ibs. and 14350 Ibs. of milk testing 3.7 
to 3.8 per cent. 

Highest 2X herd in this issue is Kneedmore Holstein 
Farms, Pittsford, Michigan, with an average of 16350 
lbs. of milk, 3.5 per cent, and 566.7 Ibs. of fat on 25 cows. 
This is a nice increase over their first year in the Herd 
Test a year ago when the figuzes were 15394 lbs. of milk,

3.3 per cent, and 504.9 Ibs of fat on 29 cows in 2X. 


Next comes Harold T. Burdick, Hiilsdale, Wiscon- 
sin, ‘with an average of 13612 lbs. of milk, 3.9 per cent, 
and 536.5 Ibs. of fat on 18 cows in 2X. This is the second 
consecutive year over 500 lbs. of fat and 12800 lbs. of 
milk and the fourth consecutive year over 400 lbs. of 
fat and 10300 lbs. of milk. There have been three 
straight years with a 3.9 per cent average and the year 
before that with 3.8 per cent. 


The nerd of John A. Rinke and Sons, Warren, Mich., 
averaged 14279 lbs. of milk, 3.6 per cent, and 512.2 Ibs. 
of fat om 18 cows. 12 in 3X and 6 in 2X. This is the 
highest achievement that this herd has made for both 
milk and fat production in their 8 years in the Herd 
Test. In five of those years the average has been over 
400 Ibs. of fat and 11600 lbs. of milk. 

The sixth 500-pound herd in this list is the University 
of Idaho, Moscow, Idaho, with an average of 15392 Ibs. 
of miik, 3.3 per cent, and 502.9 lbs. of fat on 18 cows in 
elassification 2X.

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Blood Transfusions Save Calves 


By DR. W. A. HIGGINS 


Larro Research Farm 

Many a promising calf, lost because of 
infectious scours, probably could have 
been saved by the simple expedient of 
giving the patient a transfusion of blood 
from a mature cow in the same herd. 
This treatment can be followed by 
amazingly prompt and helpful results 
under conditions where more difficult, 
cumbersome, and costly treatments have 
met only with failure or mediocre relief. 

Giving a blood transfusion is a simple 
procedure which can be done easily, 
with the help of a qualified veterinarian. 
A 12 or 14-gauge bleeding needle is used 
to draw blood from the juglar vein in 
the neck groove of a healthy, mature 
cow. This cow can be selected at random 


from the herd since she need not be the 
dam of the sick calf. The cow’s blood 
is collected in a clean, quart milk bottle 
or other suitable container in which has 
been placed sufficient soluble oxalate, 
sodium citrate, or other anticoagulant to 
keep the blood from clotting in the bot- 
tle. About one-fifteenth of an ounce, or 
2 grams, of sodium oxalate should be 
sufficient to prevent clotting in as much 
as a quart of blood, if the bottle is agi- 
tated moderately from time to time while 
the blood is being drawn from the cow. 
Approximately a pint, or slightly more, of 
blood should be used to treat a sick calf. 
As soon as drawn from the cow, this 
blood is introduced by gravity flow into 
the jugular vein of the sick calf, by 
means of a funnel attached to a piece 
of rubber tubing fastened to a bleeding

The success with which blood transfu- 
sions have been used for some calf ills 
commends this method of treatment for 
much wider use than it has received up 
to the present time. The treatment is 
highly practical because it calls only for 
materials which are readily obtainable. 
The therapeutic or miedicinal value of 
whole blood has received major attention 
and application in human medicine in 
recent years. Certainly it is worthy of 
further use in treating certain calf dis- 
orders such as those caused by infectious 
scours, where frequently, there is nothing 
to lose and everything to gain. A blood 
transfusion well might save a sick calf 
which otherwise would surely perish.
